FROM STAR TO STABLE—U.S. Agriculture Dept, research engineer H. C. Liu, left, holds 
a large 20-ray star he made for his family's Christmas tree. The star, known geomet* 
rically as a radiant icosahedron, gave Liu the idea for a new kind of farm building. The 
shape of the building is a modified icosahedron, shown in a model, right. It's constructed 
by bolting five diamond-shaped panels to a pentagonal base. The frame Is filled in with 
a flexible latticework, then covered with a spray-on plastic material and finished with a 
weather-resistant coating. The covering adds little weight to the structure, as a regular 
roof would, and increases its strength sat a conventional roof would not. Such buildings 
would be useful for storage bins, livestock shelters or dwellings.

der consideration when the morn- 
ing hour expires must be brought 
up again during the morning hour 
on the following day. It cannot, 
however, be carriex! over, into the 
regular oi'd'er of business. 


Van Dalsem can,, however, kwp 


the bill trapped in the morning 
hour as long as he desires. The 
morning hour, usually reserved 
for consideration of non-contro- 
versial proposals, lasts one hour 
and Van Dalsem can speak for 
one hour a day. 


Crank exercised his power to 


end the morning hour when it be- 
came obvious that Van Dalsem 
was serious about his filibuster. 


An extended filibuster was not 


expected. Van Dalsem said he 
merely wanted to keep the anti-

Critic Backed 
Down by Data 
on Cuba

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Ken- 


nedy administration 
has flashed 


across 
the 
nation's 
television 


screens an unprecedented 
display 


of intelligence data to support its 
stand that Cuba is free of Soviet 
offensive weapons. 


The report to the nation late 


Wednesday had a double purpose: 
to reassure the people and to 
squeeze the steam out of a boiling 
political controversy over Cuba's 
armed might. 


But despite Secretary 
of De- 


fense 
Robert 
S. 
McNamara's 


statement that he believes beyond 
any reasonable doubt that all of- 
fensive weapons have been re- 
moved from Cuba, Sen. Kenneth 
B. Keating seemed in no mood 
to let up. 


Keating, a New York Republi- 


can who has been making charges 
since last August about .Cuba's 
military might, said none of his 
statements had been disputed by 
McNamara in the television re- 
port which featured an intelli- 
gence expert and many reconnais- 
sance photographs. 


Many 
of 
the 
before-and-after 


photographs of missile sites and 
shots of Soviet ships at sea with 
missiles and crated IL28 bombers 
aboard had been made public be- 
fore, during last fall's crisis. 


But never before had the Amer- 


ican people been given such a 
thorough account of how the Unit- 
ed States delated the Soviet mis- 
sile bases and rode herd at long 
range on departure of the mis- 
siles and bombers virtually every 
step of the way. 


The administration's aim obvi- 
ously was to impress the Ameri- 
can people with the ability of U.S 
aerial cameras and intelligence 
experts to ferret out whatever 
military gear the Communists try 
to hide. 


In another move Wednesday, 


^ Kennedy ordered into effect pen- 


allies against foreign shipowners 
carrying cargo to Cuba. 


With White House direction, of- 


ficials mounted a massive two- 
way counterattack against 
those 


who have been claiming there is 
a growing threat in Cuba. 


Before the televised report, Cen- 


tral 
Intelligence 
Agency 
chief 


John A. McCone went before a 
Senate Armed Services subcom- 
mittee. 


"We are convinced beyond rea- 


sonable doubt that all offensive 
missiles and bombers known to 
ke in Cuba" have been pulled 
out, McCone said. 


•"The Pentagon" chief went" even 


further, in an attempt to knock 
down persistent reports, mainly 
from Cuban refugee sources, that 
the Soviets are hiding missiles in 
caves, 
out of sight 
of prying 


aerial cameras. 


"I am satisfied that there are 


no major elements of offensive 
weapons systems in the caves of 
Cuba," McNamara said. 
; 


He reported for the first time 


that recent reconnaissance has re- 
vealed that certain equipment of 
Soviet combat forces, gear asso- 
ciated with battlefield-type rock- 
ets, "has also started to be moved 
out of the island back to the So- 
viet Union."
